Minister  of  Lands  {  VV  49  0f  the  “Water 

and  Forests.  [  Act,  1939,”  it  is  provided 
that  the  Lieutenant-Governor  in  Council  may 
incorporate  a  tract  of  land  and  the  owners 
thereof  into  an  improvement  district: 

And  whereas  the  Lieutenant-Governor  in 
Council  has  by  Order  in  Council  made  pursuant 
to  the  said  Act  been  pleased  to  order  that  the 
tract  of  land  hereinafter  described  and  the 
owners  thereof  be  incorporated  into  an  im¬ 
provement  district  under  the  said  Act  and  has 
made  further  provision  to  the  tenor  and  effect 
hereinafter  appearing: 

Now  know  ye  that  by  these  presents  We  do 
hereby  order  and  proclaim : — 

1.  The  tract  of  land  comprising  Lots  1  to 
20,  inclusive,  Registered  Plan  6969;  Parcel  1, 
Registered  Reference  Plan  2759;  and  the  part 
of  Lot  B,  Registered  Reference  Plan  1121,  to 
which  an  agreement  for  sale  registered  under 
Number  25447  relates,  all  in  District  Lot  694, 
Group  1,  New  Westminster  District,  and  Van¬ 
couver  Land  Registration  District,  and  the 
owners  of  land  in  the  said  tract  are  incorpo¬ 
rated  into  an  improvement  district  under  the 
“  Water  Act,  1939,”  and  subject  to  the  provi¬ 
sions  thereof  and  to  the  conditions  hereinafter 
contained. 

2.  The  said  improvement  district  shall  be 
known  as  the  “  Soames  Point  Waterworks  Dis¬ 
trict.” 

3.  The  objects  of  the  said  improvement  dis¬ 
trict  shall  be  the  storage,  diversion,  carriage, 
measurement,  and  distribution  of  water,  and 
the  acquisition,  maintenance,  and  operation  of 


works  for  that  purpose  by  contract  or  other¬ 
wise,  and  all  matters  incidental  to  any  of  the 
foregoing. 

4.  There  shall  be  three  Trustees  of  the  said 
improvement  district. 

5.  Messrs.  Arthur  Cecil  Cox,  Harold  Reyn¬ 
olds  Henderson,  and  Arthur  Edward  Thomas 
Eckford  shall  be  the  first  Trustees  of  the  im¬ 
provement  district,  and  the  said  Cox  shall  hold 
office  until  the  annual  general  meeting  of  1948, 
the  said  Henderson  shall  hold  office  until  the 
annual  general  meeting  of  1947,  and  the  said 
Eckford  shall  hold  office  until  the  annual  gen¬ 
eral  meeting  of  1946. 

6.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Trustees  to  call 
a  general  meeting  of  the  owners  of  land  in 
the  improvement  district  not  later  than  the 
fifteenth  day  of  May  in  each  year  for  the  fol¬ 
lowing  purposes: — 

(a.)  To  receive  from  the  Trustees  reports  on 
the  operation  and  business  of  the  im¬ 
provement  district  for  the  preceding 
fiscal  year  and  on  the  works  and  finan¬ 
cial  condition  of  the  improvement  dis¬ 
trict  : 

( b .)  To  elect  a  Trustee  to  succeed  the  one 
whose  term  of  office  expires  coincident 
with  the  holding  of  the  meeting  and  to 
elect  a  Trustee  or  Trustees  to  fill  any 
other  vacancy  or  vacancies  that  has  or 
have  occurred  or  is  or  are  about  to 
occur  among  the  Trustees: 

(c.)  To  fix  the  remuneration  of  the  Trustees 
for  the  ensuing  year: 

(d.)  To  choose  the  auditor  for  the  ensuing 
year. 

A  special  general  meeting  may  be  called  by 
the  Trustees  at  any  time  for  the  purpose  of 
electing  a  Trustee  or  Trustees  to  fill  any 
vacancy  or  vacancies  among  the  Trustees,  or 
for  the  purpose  of  discussing  with  the  owners 
any  matter  or  matters  which  in  the  opinion  of 
the  Trustees  should  be  brought  up  at  a  general 
meeting. 

At  least  seven  days’  notice  of  every  general 
meeting  shall  be  given  by  a  notice  posted  up  on 
a  cohspicuous  public  place  at  the  building  in 
which  the  meeting  is  to  be  held. 

The  secretary  shall  enter  in  a  book  provided 
by  the  Trustees  for  this  purpose  minutes  of 
all  matters  brought  before  the  meeting  and  the 
action  taken  thereon.  At  any  general  meeting 
the  persons  qualified  to  be  candidates  for  the 
office  of  Trustee  and  to  vote  shall  be  British 
subjects  twenty-one  years  old  or  older  and 
owners  of  land  in  the  improvement  district,  or 
the  authorized  agents  of  corporations  that  are 
owners  of  such  land,  or  the  legal  representa¬ 
tives  of  owners  of  such  land  who  have  died, 
become  insolvent,  or  insane,  and  are  not  dis¬ 
qualified  from  voting  in  an  election  under  the 
“  Provincial  Elections  Act.”  No  person  shall 
be  entitled  to  vote  at  any  annual  or  other  gen¬ 
eral  meeting  while  there  is  owing  to  the  im¬ 
provement  district  in  respect  of  the  land  held 
by  him  or  the  corporation  or  estate  he  repre¬ 
sents  any  taxes,  tolls,  or  other  charges  other 
than  those  levied,  fixed,  or  .charged  by  the 
Trustees  within  one  year  of  the  date  of  the 
meeting.  In  the  event  of  the  right  of  any 
person  to  vote  at  any  general  meeting  being 
challenged  the  chairman  shall  have  authority 
to  determine  whether  or  not  such  person  is 
entitled  to  vote,  and  the  chairman  may  require 
such  person  to  make  and  file  with  him  a  statu¬ 
tory  declaration  showing  that  the  declarant  is 
qualified  as  aforesaid  to  vote  at  such  general 
meeting.  Forthwith  after  the  holding  of  a 
general  meeting  the  Trustees  shall  file  with  the 
Comptroller  of  Water  Rights  a  true  copy  of 
the  minutes  of  such  meeting  and  copies  of  all 
auditors’  reports  and  financial  statements  pre¬ 
sented  or  discussed  at  the  meeting. 
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7.  All  words  and  phrases  given  special  mean¬ 
ing  in  section  2  of  the  “  Water  Act,  1939,” 
shall,  where  used  herein,  be  ascribed  the  mean¬ 
ing  given  them  in  the  said  section,  unless  the 
context  otherwise  requires.

IS  HONOUR  the  Lieutenant-Governor  in 
Council  has  been  pleased  to  order  that, 
under  the  authority  of  sections  65  and  76  of 
the  “  Supreme  Court  Act,”  R.S.B.C.  1936, 
chapter  56,  and  all  other  powers  thereunto  en¬ 
abling,  Mr.  W.  E.  G.  Johnson  shall  be  the 
official  stenographer,  and  Messrs.  T.  P.  Horro- 
bin,  A.  W.  Donaghy,  D.  F.  Christian,  M.  S. 
Bryan,  D.  Langfield,  D.  F.  Saunders,  and  Mrs. 
E.  Blygh,  deputy  official  stenographers,  to  the 
Supreme  Court,  and  are  hereby  assigned  to 
the  Vancouver  Judicial  District,  but  they  shall 
have  authority  to  act  as  such  in  any  other 
judicial  district  whenever  requested  to  do  so  by 
the  Attorney-General:

Excerpt  from  Standing  Orders  relating  to 
Private  Bills. 

100.  (1.)  All  applications  to  the  Legislative 
Assembly  for  Private  Bills  of  any  nature  what¬ 
soever  shall  require  the  publication  of  a  notice 
clearly  and  distinctly  specifying  the  nature  and 
object  of  the  application,  and  when  the  appli¬ 
cation  refers  to  any  proposed  work,  indicating 
sufficiently  the  location  of  the  work,  to  be  signed 
by  or  on  behalf  of  the  applicant. 

(2.)  Such  notice  shall  be  published  in  The 
British  Columbia  Gazette  and  once  a  week  in 
one  leading  daily  newspaper  freely  circulating 
in  all  parts  of  the  Province.  The  notice  in 
such  newspaper  to  appear  on  Wednesday  of 
each  week. 

(3.)  When  the  pi’oposed  Bill  is  of  such  a 
nature  that  it  may  particularly  affect  one  or 
more  electoral  districts,  the  notice  shall  fur¬ 
thermore  be  published  once  a  week  if  possible 
in  some  newspaper  in  every  electoral  district 
affected,  or  if  there  be  no  newspaper  published 
therein,  then  in  a  newspaper  published  in  the 
electoral  district  nearest  thereto. 

(4.)  The  publication  of  such  notice  shall  in 
all  cases  be  continued  for  a  period  of  four 
weeks  during  the  interval  of  time  between  the 
close  of  the  next  preceding  Session  and  the 
consideration  of  the  petition.

And  if  this  rule  shall 
be  suspended  or  modified  as  aforesaid,  the  pro¬ 
moters  of  any  Private  Bill  which  is  presented 
after  the  time  hereinbefore  limited,  or  for 
which  the  petition  has  been  received  after  the 
time  hereinbefore  limited,  shall  in  either  case 
pay  double  the  fees  required  in  respect  of  such 
Bill  by  this  rule,  unless  the  House  shall  order 
to  the  contrary. 

98.  (1.)  Any  person  seeking  to  obtain  any
